THE CO-EMPLOYE BILL. 
There has been much discussion over 
tho oo-employe bill which has been be­ 
fore the assembly for some time. A 
strong effort has been made to increase 
the responsibility of railway companies 
as to the injuries received on their roads 
by employes, and to reach this point a 
bill was introduced early m the session • 
The bill did not meet the approval of the 
railway committee, neither did it seem 
to agree with the sentiment which gen­ 
erally prevailed in the legislature. Th a 
railway committee, therefore, presented 
a substitute bill which reads as follows: 
Every railroad corporation doing bus­ 
iness in this state shall be 
liable for 
damage sustained by any employe thereof 
within the state without contributory 
negligence on his part. when such dam­ 
age is caused by the negligence of any 
train dispatcher, telegraph oporator, 
superintendent, yardmaster, conductor 
or engineer, or anyother employe who 
has charge or control of any stationary, 
signal, target point, block or switch. 
This substitute, in the judgment of 
the committee, draws the line in a spirit 
of 
justice 
to 
both 
sides, 
and 
was 
ordered 
to

third read­ 
ing by a vote of 75 to 3. The firm­ 
ness of the assembly rn adhering to the 
spirit of the railway committee substi­ 
tute can be seen in the feet that before it 
was adopted an effort was made to in­ 
troduce the original Win&ns bill as an 
amendment, but the effort was defeated 
by a vote of 52 to 8.

In 1887 142 510 copus 
of the printed law lectures were sent 
out to tke non-attending lecture comte 
elses. The library,which is accessible 
to all students, consists of 14.930 foreign 
and 4 194 Japanese law books, or a total 
of 19,124 volumes, being one of the beet 
cqupped law libraries in ths world.

Ct the American crews four officers and 
forty-six men were drowned, and of the 
German crews nine officers and eighty- 
seven men lost their lives. 
L ondon, March 80.—Advices have been 
received from Samoa to the effect that in a 
terrific hurricane the three American and 
four German men-of-war were wrecked, 
and that many persons were drowned.

20, I KOO, was promoted to ensign in 
October, 18*13, to master in October, I860 
to lieutenant in February, 1867, lieutenant- 
commander in March, 1868, and to his 
present grade in July, 1882. 
This was his 
first command in the new grade, as, owing 
to some troubo with the navy department 
officials, he was kept off duty for over four 
years. 
Commander Mullan, while not re­ 
garded as one of tho brilliant men of the 
navy, was a good fighting officer. 
He was 
a native of Massachusetts and was of Irish 
parentage. 
Tho executive officer of the Nipsic in 
tho absence of Lieut. Hawley was Richard 1 
G. Davenport, or, as bo is better known in 
tho service, “ Dick” Davenport.

Davenport of the navy, who was 
one of the most distinguished naval officers 
of the late war and who commanded the 
Congress during the battle of Mobile bay. 
Tho other officers attached,to the Nipsic 
were Lieut. John R. Shearman of New 
York, Ensigns William P. White, John L. 
Purcell, Harry Field, and Harry Jones, 
Passed Assistant Surgeon E. Z. 
Den* 
Passed Assistant Paymaster John Corwin, 
Chief Engineer George W. Hall, Passed 
Assistant Engineer Horace E. Frick, and 
First Lieutenant of Marines L. Glover Fil- 
letto. 
The complement of tho Nipsic was 174 
marines and blue jackets, although somoof 
her short-time men were sent home from 
Samoa when tho Adams left for San Fran­ 
cisco in January last. 
The Nipsic w*as a wooden vessel and was 
built in 1873. 
After two cruises she was 
rebuilt at tho navy yard, Washington, in 
1879. ^ She was bark-rigged, 185 feet long 
and 35 feet beam. 
Her displacement was 
1,375 tons and indicated a speed of ten 
knots. 
Her battery consisted of one eight- 
inch muzzle-loading rifie, four nine-inch 
smooth bores, one sixty-pound breech­ 
loading rifle, converted Parrot, which was 
located on the forecastle. In tho secondary 
battery one three-inch rifled Howitzer, ono 
twelve-pounder, and one short Gatling 
gun. 
In addition to these there were sixty 
Hotchkiss rifles of tho latest improved pat­ 
tern in ber armory besides tho usual num­ 
ber of pistols and side arms allowed by 
regulation for vessels of the Nipsic class. 
The Trenton and Vandalia were larger 
than tho Nipsic. 
The Trenton was a ship- 
rigged wooden cruiser of ten guns and of 
3,900 tons displacement. 
The Vandalia 
was also a bark-rigged wooden crnisqr of 
2,100 tons, with a battery of eight guns, 
mostly smooth bores. 
As far as known the Olga was the most 
formidable of the German vessels ai Apia. 
File was an unarmored and unprotected, 
single-decked cruiser of 2,200 tons dis­ 
placement aud was built in 1880. 
Her 
principal battery consisted of eight 6-inch 
Krupp rifles and a numlier of Hotchkiss 
revolving cannon. 
It is thought at the 
navy department that she carried about 
a half-dozen 8chwartz-Koff 
torpedoes, 
which are .similar to the Whitehead tor- 
pedos in that they are projected from tubes 
Loneath the water lina. 
The s|K»ed of the Olga was somewhat su­ 
perior to that of the Vandalia, her maxi­ 
mum trial speed having been fourteen. 
The Adler and Eber were not as large or 
as strong as the Olga, the Adler carrying 
four and the Eder throe Krupp rifles. 
The great strength of the German fleet lay 
in its possession of torpedoes. 


F ire in A lto u ’s C ity H a ll. 
A lton, 111., March 30.—A disastrous 
conflagration occurred in this city Friday 
morning, whereby the time-honored city 
hall was rendered almost a ruin. 
The 
building, besides being occupied by the 
city offices, contains tho postoffice and 
the public library. 
The contents of tho 
postoffice and library were all saved and 
the mails wore only delayed for a few 
hours on account of the disaster.

per part of the building, however, was 
badly burned and the opera house in the 
third story is a total ruin. 
The damage 
from fire and water will amount to $10,- 
000, which is covered by insurance.

Denver, Colo., March 30.—The boldest 
and most successful bank robbery ever re­ 
ported in the West was perpetrated upon 
the First National bank at 2 o’clock Friday 
af ternoon, by which the robber succeeded 
in getting away with $21,000. 
The cashier 
of the bank, a few minutes after the rob­ 
bery, gave the following account of th3 
affair: 
“ Thursday morning, immediately after 
the opening of the bank, a well-dressed 
man with light mustache and complexion, 
and of medium height, walked into tho 
bauk and asked the assistant cashier, Ross 
Lewin, where he could see|Mr. Moffatt, the 
president of the bank. 
Ross Lewin in­ 
formed him that he could see Mr. Moffatt, 
who is also president of the Denver & Rio 
Grande railway, at the president’s office in 
tho Cheesman block. 
“ Nothing more was seen or heard of the 
stranger until Friday morning about IO 
o’clock, 
when he entered the railway 
office and asked to see Mr. Moffatt on 
important business. 
He was admitted to 
his private room and briefly stated that ho 
had discovered a conspiracy whereby the 
First National bank was to be robbed of 
a large amount of money. 
Mr. Moffatt 
told the man he was very busy at that 
moment but would be pleased to meet him 
at his private office in tho bank at I 
o’clock. 
With this the man left the build­ 
ing. 
A few minutes after tho hour appointed 
be called at the bank and was shown into 
the president’s office. 
Remaining stand­ 
ing, $he inquired if the cashier. 8. N. 
Wood, was in, and was told that he was a t 
lunch. 
He then asked for a blank check 
for showing how the robbery would be per­ 
petrated. 
The check was handed him. He 
laid it upon the desk in front of Mr. Mof­ 
fatt and said: 
‘I will have to do this my­ 
self.’ 
Fulling a large revolver from his 
coat he placed it at Mr. Moffatt’s head, 
and in a decided earnest but excited man­ 
ner said: 
‘I want $21,000 and am going 
to have it; I have considered this matter 
and the chances I am running and the con­ 
sequences if I fail and am arrested. 
I am 
a penniless and desperate man, and have 
been driven during tho last week to that 
point where I have considered suicide as 
the only means of escape from the poverty 
and misery in which I exist. 
You have 
millions. 
I am determined to have what 
I asked for or your life. 
If you make a 
noise, call a man, or ring a bell I will blow 
your brains out and then blow up the 
building and myself with this bottle of 
glycerine. 
[Which ho at that moment 
pulled out of another pocket.] Now take 
your choice.' 
“ Mr. Moffatt started to argue with the 
man, but was stopped with tho information 
that it was useless aud that he had but two 
minutes in which to fill out the check be­ 
fore him for $21,000, if ho desired to live. 
Mr. Moffatt, seeing no other alternative, 
filled out the check, aud was then ordered 
to take it to tho paying office, the man be­ 
hind him with the revolver partially con­ 
cealed under his overcoat and the muzzle 
almost against Moffatt s back, and marched 
behind the counter and up to the paying 
teller, Mr. Keeley, with the request that 
it be immediately cashed. 
They then re­ 
marched into Moffatt’s office without at­ 
tracting the attention of the fifteen or 
twenty clerks who were busy at work 
within two feet of where they passed. 
“ After they had remained in the private 
office three or four minutes the robber in­ 
formed Mr. Moffatt that they wcro wasting 
time and that he had better step to the door 
and motion his teller to come to him, which 
he did. 
Mr. Moffatt instructed him to 
bring the money into his office, and as the 
teller turned to go away tho robber told 
him ho wanted twonty $1,«)00 bills and 
$1 ,000 in gold. 
Tho money was brought 
in and banded over to tho gentleman who 
for a few brief moments had owned the 
bank. 
“ Waiting until tho teller had roached 
his desk, he backed out to tho front door, 
making Mr. Moffatt remain standing at his 
door until he had reached the curbstone.

The State Board of Pharmacy con­ 
cluded its annual session at Madison 
yesterday. 
On Tuesday afternoon the 
board visited the pharmacy department 
of 
the university, end examined the 
graduating class, sixteen in number. 
The report of Secretary E . B. Heim- 
etreet, shows that five meetings have been 
held during the year, viz: At Madison* 
Ashland, Palmyra, Lacrosse and Mil­ 
waukee, at which 136 applied for exam­ 
ination , of this camber 34 received fall 
or licentiate, 6 grduate. and 63 second 
grade cr assistant certioafites. Tbnty- 
tbreo persons were rejected, their papers 
falling below the 
required 
average. 
Since it went into effct (1882) 764 per­ 
sons have attended tho examination, of 
which number 322 have received first 
grade and 172 second grade or assistant 
certificates; 270 have been rejected. 
The report also shows teat the law is 
being generally complied with, and com­ 
plaints and prosecutions have been lese 
than usual, but 
eight 
cases being 
brought to trial during the year, in whioh 
the board was successful in seven and 
the other is still in court and will be 
sett ltd in April. Two of the cases were 
against grocers selling Paris green, and 
in both the partus were fined. ’.It is the 
intention of the board the coming year 
to push every case that oomes to the no­ 
tice of parties sellmg Paris green con­ 
trary to law. 
The aotion of the beard in receiving 
the certificates of other states without 
subjecting them to a second examina­ 
tion, had been highly commended, and a 
numter of other states have already no­ 
tified the secretary that they will reoei re 
the Wisconsin certificate without exam" 
iuation.

Wednesday morning tLe board 
called to order at the Pharmacy depart­ 
ment of the university, for the purpose 
of examination of candidates, which oc­ 
cupied the entire day.

the board and its interests that he. 
The renewals were fixed at one dollar 
for full and 50 cents for assistants.

S p r in g f ie l d , IU., March 3().—There was 
quite a breeze in tho House Friday morn 
ing over the report of the committee on 
canals, rivers, and commerce, in regard to 
the Secrest bill, giving county authorities 
the power to purchase or condemn dams in 
other counties where such dams cause over­ 
flow of lauds. 
The committee, after inves­ 
tigating complaints of the citizens of 
Marseilles, had decided that this bill would 
in its operations work great Injury to the 
mill-owuers of that city, aud had ordered 
an unfavorable report on the measure. Mr. 
Paddock took issue with the committee 
and insisted that Senator Secrest, the au­ 
thor of the bill, should have been heard 
before tho unfavorable report was ordered, 
He therefore hoped that the bill would be 
read a first time, despite the report of the 
committee, aud ordered to second reading 
for full discussion. 
Mr. Merrit of Warren thought the re­ 
port of the committee should be rejected, 
and moved that the bill lie referred to the 
committee on judiciary. 
His motion was 
opposed by Mr. Cooley, and upon motion 
of the latter laid on the table. 
Mr. Pad 
dock then moved to read the bill a first 
time and place it on the calendar for con­ 
sideration, but this motion was also laid on 
the table. 
Nearly 200 reports from committees were 
received, nearly the whole forenoon being 
consumed in this way. 
The foil was called 
for the last timo this session for the intro­ 
duction of bills, and several unimportant 
measures were taken up by unanimous con­ 
sent and read a first time. 
The Senate passed three bills without 
serious objection. 
They were 
Senator 
Hamer's bill to protect hotel keepers from 
being defrauded by dead-beats; Senator 
Burke’s bill making the punishment for 
abduction imprisonment for any number of 
years or for life, and Senator RienharJt’s 
bill transferring the books and papers of 
the defunct City court of La Salle to tho 
La Salle County Circuit court. 
Senator Thomas’ bill to permit the as­ 
signment of Circuit Judges for temporary 
duty in overcrowded Appellate courts, and 
Senator Berry’s compulsory education bill 
were ordered to a third reading. 
The res­ 
olution prohibiting the introduction of any 
bill except committee bills after April 4 
was adopted and the Senate adjourned.
